Imposition of an income tax, a gen- 
eral sales tax and a iax on the gross 
receipts of public utility companies. 
amusements, fountain and bottled 
drinks is recommended by a special 
commission named by Governor L. G. 
Hardman to study educational condi- 
tions in Georgia. The report was filed 
Saturday by Dr. M. L. Duggan, chair- 
man. Revenue from the new taxes 
would be used to wipe out the deficit 
facing the state to meet the antici- 
pated deficiency in the appropria- 
tions for 1929 and to take care of the 
departments of the state, including 
schools, in the future. 

The commission made lengthy rec- 
ommendations covering the adminis- 
tration of the state department of edu- 
cation. One of the recommendations 
ealls for a general educational survey 
such as has been made in. several 
other states recently. Until such a 
survey is made it fs recommended that 
no new colleges or normal schools be 
éstablished. 

Jt is recommended that county su- 
perintendents of education be elected 
by county boards of education rather 
than in a general election as at pres- 
ent. ‘The commission declared in its 
statement that money borrowed spe- 
cifically by the governor for school 
purposes should be used for schoois 
It was pointed out that the governor 
borrowed $3,708,000 in March, 1928, 
and that $216.749 was pati out from 
the state treasury to other depart- 
ments of the state government. 

Text of Report. 

The recommendations of the spe- 
cial commission are as follows:

House Is Adamant. 

The senate members, however, did 
not conceal their displeasure at the 
refusal of house members to negotiate 
in any way that might result in a di- 
rect yote in the house on the deben- 
ture plan. Senator Smith, democraf, 
South Carolina, declared the position 
of house members was wholly con- 
trary to the procedure which usually 


governs the deliberations of conference 


committees. 

“It looks to me like it 
vote in the house on the debenture 
plan or no farm relief,” he said. 

Senator McNary, of Oregon, chair- 
man of the committee, said he felt 


sure that«ultimately an agreement 
would be reached, but asserted he 
knew of no way out of the situation 
if the house members persisted in 
their current view. 

The senate conferees desire to be- 
gin a general discussion of the two 
farm bills passed separately by house 
and senate with a view to composing 
all differences other than the deben- 
ture section. To this plan the house 
members have declined to accede, con- 
tending that a promise must first be 
given that the debenture section will 
be eliminated. 


Must Eliminate Debenture. 


The viewpoint of the senate mem- 
bers is that the conferees should pro- 
ceed toward a report whieh would 
recommend acceptance or rejection of 
minor disputed sections, and = an- 
nounce a disagreement on the deben- 
‘ure section. Such a report would 
mean that the house would have to 
vote on the question of whether it 
should instruct its conferees to insist 
upon the rejection of the debenture 
clause. 

The house members contend that 
the senate had no right to insert the 
debenture section and therefore that 
the house can not be-asked to vote 
on the question. A _ report which 
would recommend the elimination of 
the debenture section, which 
present aim of house conferees, would 
require no direct vote by the house 
itself. 

In support of their position, house 


members claimed that if a report is} 


brought in announcing a_ disagree- 
ment on the debenture plan and re- 
questing further instructions, the con- 
stitutional question of whether the 
senate had the right to initiate de- 
bentures would be immediately raised 
with a resultant prolonged argument. 
Senate conferees contended that the 
house waived the constitutional ques- 
tion when it agreed to receive the sen- 
ate farm bill, 

The senate conference members said 
they would be willing to recommend 
to the senate that it recede from the 
debenture provision if the house in- 
structed its conferees to insist upon 
their elimination. But without speci- 
fic instruction from the house to its 
conferees, the senate members assert 
it would be futile to ask the sen- 
ate to retract. approval of the deben- 
ture plan.

IN PARASITE ZONE 


Winter Haven, Fla., May 25,—C) 
Avocado pears, an important crop in 
this state, must be removed from 
trees along with other fruit frequent- 
ed by the Mediterranean fruit fly, ac- 
eording to L. R. Warner, collaborator 
of Dr. W. Newell, in the anti-fly 
campaign in parts of Florida.

‘in Mart follows: 


“There are now 31 states out of 
the 48 that have definite provisions 
in their banking laws for credit 
unions, and in every state, so far as 
I have been able to find out, the 
eredit union system is not only a 
popular one but in the way it has 
been carried on it has been financial- 
ly a sound one. 

“I remember just about the first 
banking experience I had in Georgia: 
it was about five years ago. It was 
the sight of a little local bank down 
here closing its doors, and if that 
wasn’t enough it was only a_ few 
months afterwards that the other lit- 
tle bank closed its doors. So far, I 
am glad to say that credit unions 


throughout the United States have 
the fine record of never closing their 
doors. It is a mighty fine thing. 
“Another thing that appeals to all 
of us who are thinking along those 
lines is what might be called almost 
the Biblical character of the work of 
credit unions. It is based, in the first 
place, on co-operation, and going all 
the way back in the Bible, practically 
every step in history of the record of 
the Children of Israel in the Old Tes- 
tament was based on co-operation, and 


furthermore starting in the very earl- 
iest books of the Bible we learn that 
it is sinful to practice or charge usury. 
‘ Practicing Usury. 

“T am sorry to say that a great 
many people in the state of Georgia, 
and a great many people in the state 
of New York, are “failing to live up 
to the precept of the Bible not to 
practice usury. They are continually 
charging usury to their fellow citizens. 

“I want to refer to an incident that 
happened to me when I was here a 
few years ago. <An old negro up here 
in the mountains, a good, faithful old 
negro, who had brought up a large 
family of children and was a gvuod 
negro, as my investigation showed, 
was working for wages as a_ farm 
hand. He was a tenant farmer all 
his life, and finally he got a chance 
to buy a little place on the side of 
the mountain. It was to cost him 
$400, about $10 an acre. 

The negro, of course, didn’t have 
the money, but “he was a wage earner 
and had saved a little, as he went to 
various people around here and tried 
to borrow the difference between his 
cash payment of $100, the $300 loan 
to be secured by mortgage. The best 
he could do with the banks or indi- 
viduals was 14 per cent interest. He 
decided this was pretty high, some- 
thing unusual, and I did a thing which 
I have never regretted, although it

Lent Money. 

“At that time money rates were low 
and about all you could get on good 
bonds or fer good mortgage was 
around five or six per cent. The old 
negro came to me and he said, ‘will 
you Jend me $300 secured by a mort- 
gage on the farm?’ I had investigated 
and found he was deserving, and 
said ‘Yes,’ I find that your record 
is good, and you are an honest old 
soul, and I am going to let you have 
it." ‘Well,’ he said, ‘how much would. 
the interest be? and when I asked 
him how much he thought he ought 
to pay, he said that the best he could 
do would be about 10 per cent, as that 
was all he could afford to pay, and I 
said ‘well, suppose you could get it 
for six per cent.’ and he almost drop- 
ped dead. I let him have the money, 
and it is almost paid off now.”

Motorists of Georgia have been sac- 
rificing $30,000,000 a year in exces- 
sive operating costs because the state 
has an “antiquated system of high- 
way financing and these motorists 
want to ride on paved roads now,” 
according to Representative Hamil- 
ton McWhorter, of Oglethorpe county, 
who gave out an interview in At- 
Janta Saturday in which he squarely 
supports a state bond issue for road 
construction and take’ issue sharply 
with advocates of the “pay-as-you- 
plan. 

Representative McWhorter — states 
unequivocally that he believes’ the 
state legislature should vote for the 
submission of a road bond issue to 
the people, declaring that only through 
such a plan of financing could the 
state get the badly needed paved 
roads and get the present highway 
system completed in a reasonable 
length of time. 

In his statement, he reviews the 
construction program of the past ten 
years under the pay-as-you-go system 
and cites figures to show that asser- 
tions of advocates of this plan as to 
future building program are not borne 
out by the actual construction under 
this plan during the last ten years. 
Ile calls attention to a map which 
shows the amazing amount of paving 
the pay-as-you-go advocates claim they 
can lay within the next two years as 
con-rasted with what has actually 
been accomplished by this plan over 
n period of ten years. 

“Beautiful Picture” Painted. 

The Oglethorpe representative said 
the pay-as-you-go” advocates are 
busy “painting a beautiful verbal pic- 
ture” of what this plan would accom- 
pliish in the next two years, but he 
said they also painted the same pic- 
ture two years ago and the construc- 
ition of these two years does not bear 
out their claims.

Butcher from sending the Mahan 
youngster to the reformatory at Green- 
dale, Ky., where he was sentenced 
to. serve until 21 years of age by 
Judge Butcher after a jury demanded 
by the defense had found the lad 
guilty. 

The writ, which stays execution of ° 
the child’s sentence, bolds that Judge 
Butcher exceeded his authority i 
sentencing the boy, further holdin:

“But the fact is. progress AVIA | 
tion is not up to the mark. About | 
all that has been done thus far bas | 
been to prove that we can fly. Of | 
the specific kind of engine which avia- 
tion must develop there is not the 
slightest sign yet. When the steam- | 
boat came it developed the steam en- | 
gine. When the automobile came °t | 
developed the gas engine. But where 
are the engne and fuel that are to be 
identified with aviation? 

“One of the Wrights said that he 
could fly around the eg orld on a barn 
door if someone would give him suf- 
ficient power. Aviation, so far, has 
taken the general design of planes and 
other aircraft which are’ obviously 
usable—as a barn door would be if 
power enough were available. 

“We have applied to aircraft the 
automobile figure, and _ fortunately 
have been,able to get enough power 
to carry the craft. the inotor and some 
additional load in the form of fuel, 
freight and persons. 

Nothing Really New. 
“But thus far we have done noth- 


in 


ying really new in aviation. The great 


thing that must be done, and along 
essentially new,lines, is to get a new 
type of power plant which will. pro- 
duce more power with less weight. 
Advance along this line has been made, 
of course, by refining the* automobile 
type of motor for reduction of weight 
without loss of power. But that. I 
feel, is only a makeshift. The flying 
age is here. but we haven't really 
gotten into it yet. 

“There is as much chance for im- 
provement jn the means of air trans- 
portation as there was for automobiles 
twenty-five years ago, I believe that 
by working along present known and 
suggested lines of motors for planes 
we will double the power of the motor, 
for a given weight, in the next six 
years.. But that does not really solve 
the problem confronting air transpor- 
tation. J am looking for an entirely 
new type of motor, and whatever, new 
design of craft will be demanded for 
the best functioning of the motor. I 
am not sure what it will be like, but

Dr. FE. O. Hulburt, physicist at the 
naval research laboratory, has gone 
so far as to calculate radio communl- 
eation conditions on Mars. His calcu- 
lations are based on a study of at- 
mospherie conditions at the surface o! 
the “neighbor” planet caused by the 
ultra-violet light of the sun. 

Owing to the supposed density of 
the atmosphere there, which causes ra- 
dio waves below 100 meters to skip, 
Ir. Hulburt figures that conditions 
on Mars are not suited to short wave 
communication. The conclusion 1s 
drawn that the Martians, if such a 
people exist, have no radio apparatus 
for waves below 100 meters. 

He then points out that waves 
longer than about 100 meters will not 
pierce the atmosphere of the earth. 
This leads to the conclusion that 
“only a very optimistic experimenter 
wrould took for successful wireless 
communication between the earth and 
Mars.” 

From Dr. J. H. Dellinger, of the 
bureau of standards, comes the state- 
ment that “some of the long echo 
signals recorded have been interpret- 
ed by some as indicating radio wave 
paths extending out from the earth 
farther than the moon and back. 

Whether this is correct or not, he 
says, the scientists now have a vision 
of radio measurements as an instru- 
ment not alone for use on the earth 
but for exploring the depths of space. 

To the radio amateurs, who did so 
much in the development of short 
wave communication, the scientists 
now lovk for aid in investigating some 
of the mysteries of the universe. Dr. 


A. E. Kennelly, of Harvard univer- 


sity, believes that as time goes on spe- 
cially equipped amateurs will help in 
the cosmic researches.

“Big Bill” said 
he would continue to play as an in- 
dividual, but would not represent the 
United States as a member of any 
team after 1929. 

Few believe Tilden is serious, be- 
yond his desire to create a mild sén- 
sation and sell a magazine story (the 
original announcement appearing in 
“Liberty” for June 1). He has cried 
“wolf” before. 

Over in Paris where the hard courts 
championship are under way, most of 
the players smilingly doubted that Til- 
den actually would retire when the 
time comes. 

At Washington, where tennis of- 
ficials and enthusiasts are gathered, 
there was a marked tendency to take 
Tilden’s retirement with considerabie 


salt.

Since 
1920, when he helped bring back the 
Davis cup to this country and beat 
Gerald Patterson in the _ challenge 
round of the all-comers tournament at 
Wimbledon, “Big Bill” has been rank- 
ed No. 1 in the United States listing». 

Within the past few years, Tilden 
has shown signs of slipping. His 
egs have gone back on him. ‘Tke 
French—Henri Cochet and Rene La- 
coste—began to talre his measure. “Big 
Bill” stuck it out and it was only 
on rare occasions that any one beat 
him. but he no longer was invincible.

MONEY CRISIS 
HAS NO EFFECT 


BY BASIL MANLY. 
Washington, May 25.—~(Special.)— 
Analysis of official statistics of pro- 


_duction and employment during 
‘month of March, wliich- has just heen 


the 


made public, reveal the extraordinary 
stability displayed by American indus- 
try during one of the periods of great- 
est financial stress in the history of 
the country. This extraordinary ex- 
pansion of production and distribution 
in the face of financial uncertainty is 
said by government statisticians to be 
practically without precedent in the 
commercial. annals of this or auy 
other country. 

The official figures to ‘which 
greatest significance is attached as in- 
dications of industrial activity is the 
index of production prepared by the 
department of commerce and the index 
of employment issued by the depart- 
ment of labor, both of which have just 
been made public for the month of 
March. The general index of indus- 
trial production for March, 1920, 
showed an advance of 10 points over 
the corresponding figure for 192s. 
This was an increase of 20 points in 
the general level of industrial activity 
over the average for 1923 to 19%,

which is generally recognized as hav- 
ing been one of the busiest periocs iu 


our industrial history. 


Employment Index. 

The employment index of the 
partment of labor covering all indus- 
tries. reveals a similar advance of 
slightly more than 5 per cent in the 
number on the payroll in March, 192% 
as compared with March, 1928, and 
an inerease of Y per cent in tire 
amount of payroll. 

The unusual significan-: of these 
signs of unusual industrial activity 
during the month ef March lies in the 
fact that this. was the very perivd 
when the federal reserve board was 
making its strenuous attempts to re- 
adjust the credit structure of the coun- 
try and when interest rates, particu- 
larly on call loans, were advancing 
with startling rapidity. It is regard- 
ed as remarkable that American busi- 
nessmen should have had the courage 
to,expand their activities as shown 
by the industrial and employment in- 
dexes in the face of such great finan- 
cial uncertainty. 

Detailed analysis of the employment 
figures shows that this increase was 
general, although by no means ulil- 
form throughout the country. The in- 
crease in employment in the various 
geographic divisions in March, 192), 
as compared with a similar period in 
1928S, were as follows:

Another extraordinary 
the situation to which 
statisticians call attention 
that March was the sixth successive 
month shewing a higher level of em- 
ployment than the same month of tlie 
‘preceding year, the peicentage of im- 
crease in the first of the six months 
was 0.6 only, having been substantial- 
ly greater in each: succeeding month. 

Unusual Gains, 

Unusual gains were made by cer- 
tain industries. The most notable in- 
creases in employment were 80 per 
cent in the machine tool industry: 28 
per cent in automobiles; 23 per cent 
in ship building; 22 per cent in the 
electrical industry; 21 per cent in 
agricultural implements, and 17 per 
cent in brass products, The blast 
furnaces of the country, which for 
more than a year had been producing 
at a high rate, almost broke their best 
previous record during the month of 
March. 

The constant increase in American 
industrial efficiency is _ strikingly 
shown by an analysis of these indexes. 
With a labor force of about 5 per 
cent less than were employed during 
the period from 1925 to 1925, the 
manufacturing industries of the coun- 
try during the first three months of 
this year produced 20 per cent more 
goods than they had turned out dur- 
ing the earlier period. This extraor- 
dinary result is attributed in part to 
constant improvement in factory 
equipment and to the hetter relations 
between employers and employes 
which have developed durine the past 
few years.

“Educators and parents and the pu- 
pils are more and more realizing that 
the kindergarten in the public school 
system is a necessity, not a luxury,” 
says Mrs. Charles P. Ozburn, chair- 
man of pre-school and kindergarten 
education, fifth district, G. F. W. C. 
“The expense to the schools of: this 
country because of ‘repeaters’ in the 
primary grades has been estimated at 
about $85,000,000 annually, which 
means that from 1,000,000 to 1,250,- 
000 children fail each year. The 
tragic significance to our childhood, 
the bad psychology to the public, is 
sufficient to claim our immediate at- 
tention to these alarming figures, 
which do not include those of private 
schools, not to speak of the economic 
side of the matter. Dr. Davidson, a 
former presiden¢é of the National Edu- 
cation Association, says: ‘Better 
teaching methods, wise seleetion of 
teaching matter, deeper study of child 
nature can solve the problem.’ 

“The economic side of the ledger 
must be and is considered in advocat- 
ing the kindergarten as a means of 
preventing failures in the primary 
grades. The kindergarten is the 
‘daylight saving time’ of chilhood. It 
is the accepted time in which to plant 
the seeds of character—of economy, 
industry, self-reliance, self-control, co- 
operation and courtesy. Educators 
who have made a life-long study of 
children and the kindergarten say 
right habits are more easily formed 
and more deeply rooted at from 4 to 
6 years of age than they can ever be 
again. This ‘golden opportunity’ 
period, therefore, should not be neg- 
lected. Parents with educators should 
bend every effort to provide the kin- 
dergarten, and in, the public schools. 
Boards of education will do well to 
make an intensive study of the kin- 
dergarten, with a view to incorporat- 
ing it in the school system, where it 
rightfully belongs. 

“Mr. James P. Barron, president of 
the Atlanta Teachers’ Association, in 
a recent article on the Atlanta schools, 
says of the kindergarten: “The chief 
argument for the kindergarten lies in 
its educational value. Before the in-

Climbs Mt. Diablo, California, win- 
ning challenge trophy. 

Clipping 27 and 2-5 seconds from 
the record speed climb of Mount Dia- 
blo, a new Durant Six-Sixty sport 
roadster last week brought to the Du- 
rant Motor Company of California the 
coveted Mount Diablo challenge tro- 
phy offered by the Oakland, Califor- 
nia, Post-Enquirer.

Required To 
Assemble Car 


How long is requtred for the final 
assembly of a motor car? 

Despite the precision and care nec- 
essary in handling the various units 
along the two parallel assembly lines 
of Dodge Brothers, a chassis frame of 
the New Six models is a completed 
car ready for shipment just one hour 
and 59 minutes after it starts down 
the asesmbly line. These assembly 
lines are 1,451 feet long, and have a 
capacity of one car every 36 seconds. 

Sehind this final assembly—usual- 
ly the most interesting place to visi- 
tors of an automobile factory—is a 
story of efficiency comparable to the 
system of getting food and munitions 
to the front line trenches in war- 
fare. Every department must func- 
tion so the parts continue to move 
forward without interruption. “Costly 
delays would result if the final as- 
sembly line were held up for one part, 
so exacting time-table schedules are 
kept on all departments. 

Hundreds of inspections are made 
on all parts at their various points 
of manufacture, so their quality and 
exactness are insured and they fit into 
the car just like units of a puzzle, 
The manufacture and assembly of the 
engine is completed with the dyno- 
meter test just before it is carried by 
conveyors to the final assembly lines 
and dropped into the chassis, 

A few steps further down the line, 
the exclusive Dodge Brothers mono- 
piece body joins the chassis by being 
lowered through an opening from the 
body department above, and in a few 
minutes the horizontal and vertical 
bolting of this body to the chassis 
is completed. From this point, the 
car assembly continues rapidly until 
every detail is finished and the car 
leaves the assembly line under its 
own power.

Mamba’s Daughters. By DuBose 
Heyward. The struggle for position 
which characterizes the life of Charles- 
ton crosses the color line in “Mamba’s 
Daughters,’ DuBose Heyward's latest 
novel, and runs its course on the dark- 
er side of the picture. ee 

The purpose of “Mamba,” which is 
“never obscured by blowing mists,” 
vibrates through the novel like a uni- 
fying chord and lifts her granddaugh- 
ter, Lisa, from “Catfish Row’ to 
“Fifth Avenue,” with little more than 
an innate shrewdness and a will to see 
her children find their place in the 
world. 

But Mamba is only one of a class 
which is wondering what destiny 
America holds for its own. Where will 
the negro of education and talent find 
a field of expression? What are his 

ssibilities as a class? ‘These prob- 

ems loom like ghosts of an unchange- 
able past throughout the social and in- 
tellectural struggle of the black race 
which parallels that of the various 
hases of Charlestonian society. To 
famba the problem was simple. She 
threw herself on the mercy of the 
strong. She got her “white folks, 
those who, in times of stress, would 
come to the aid of her daughters. 
DuBose Heyward suggests the incon- 
sistency of individual helpfulness, 
which Mamba, in her elemental 
shrewdness knew would be hers, and 
the unconcern for the needs of a class 
as a whole. 

The characters in the story are 
elemental and alive. The blunders of 
Mamba’s giant daughter, Hagar, com- 
plicate the story, but even through the 
suicide which protects her child from 
the murder which she herself commit- 
ted, reveal a nobility which is purely 
the expression of primitive emotions. 

The novel moves easily from_begin- 
ning to end, embracing the life of 
Charleston; the industrial black belt, 
where expediency overbalances the in- 
tegrity which might afford the negro 
of that section a better chance; the 
World War, and the cultured negro 
social life of the old southern city. 
The, colorful, vivid word pictures 
which make “Porgy” a masterpiece of 
literature are less apparent in the 
longer novel. But the poet and the 
painter in DuBose Heyward are con- 
tinually finding expression, in such 

assages as: 

” “The green and brown of the winter 
woods gave place to the spilled gold 
of jessamine and wood lilies march- 
ed in white battalions through the 
wamp.”’ 

, on ae Heyward has looked into 
the heart of negroes and translated 
them, their cunning, their sacrifices, 
‘their inadequacy in the face of 
elemental urges, their struggle for cul- 
ture in the face of atavistic inclina- 
tions. They are real characters, highly 
motivated and alive, who move through 
one of the outstanding pieces of cur- 
rent sectional literature. (Doubleday 
Doran Co.) —LAMAR SPARBS.

The cost of shipment is, of 
course, responsible for a part of this 
increase, but a greater factor is the 
duty levied by practically all foreign 
countries in line with similarly heavy 
import tariffs levied by the United 
States. 

“Retail prices of American automo- 
biles in Europe range from one and 
one-half to two and one-half times the 
retail prices in the United States. Yet, 
European motorists express a keen 
preference for American cars and buy 
aS many as they buy cars of their 
own manufacture which certainly is a 
compliment to American automotive 
products—likewise a credit to the en- 
tire industry in entering a field where, 
strange to say, it has little control 
over the final selling price. 

_“With a due amount of considera- 
tion, however, it.must be said that 
European governments, in fixing high 
tariffs on American cars, are pursu- 
ing the same course as does the United 
States in establishing taxes on auto- 
mobiles and other goods imported to 
this country.

The steady but sure stream of rela- 
tively small subscriptions, coming 
largely from alumnae and through the 
efforts of alumnae, has brought Hol- 
lins college, the oldest college for 
Women in the oldest state, Virginia, 
to within $200,000 of realization of 
- its endowment goal of 8650,000, ac- 
cording to Joseph A. Turner, business 
manager. ‘The total sum raised so 
far is $453,573.97. 

“This is not just another effort to 
raise an endowment—it is something 
far bigger and more far-reaching than 
that,” declared Mr. Turner. “It is

Strated its ability to go, from the 
Vicissitudes of private ownership to 
public ownership, thus insuring its 
perpetuaeon and greatly enlarging its 
future usefulness.” 

Hollins college, beautifully situated 
in the Roanoke valley, just at the 
gateway of southwest Virginia, is the 
nationally known school for women 
that it is today principally because of 
the life-long efforts of one man, 
Charles L. Cocke, who, when only ZO 
years old, decided to devote his life 
to the higher education of women. 
Mr. Cocke is gone, and has been for 


some years, as he died in 1901, but: 


his work has been carried on by his 
associates and members of his family, 
and now the college stands on the 
threshold of a new era, in that, when 
the endowment is complete, it will be- 
come an accredited college. 
Endowment Proposed. 

The proposal under which the en- 
dowment fund is being raised is word- 
ed: “The present owner (Hollins Col- 
lege, Inco.porated) has proposed to 
‘transfer to a self-perpetuating board 
of trustees the property known as 
Hollins college, provided a fund 
$600,000 is raised. Of this fund 
$500,000 is to be used for permanent 
endowment and $150,000 is to be used 
for additions and permanent improve- 
ment. ‘The property to be transferred 
IS conservatively valued at $1,250.- 
000. This is not replacement value 
nor is there anything added for good 
will. The property is free from debt 
and encumbrance.” 

The cherished purpose of Mr. Cocke, 
who became head of the institution in 
1846 and conducted its affairs for 5d 
years, was to build up an institution 
for the education of women based on 
sound scholastic ideals in an atmos- 
phere of refinement under the _ best 
moral and religious environment. He 
realized that perpetuation of this pur- 
pose could not successfully be accom- 


plished unless the institution should | 


be placed on a public foundation and 
secured by an appropriate income pro- 
ducing movement. Financial condi-

Cocke added another $10,000 to the 
debt by borrowing money with which 
to complete the main building, which 
has stood unfinished since 1560. 

In 1900, after refusing similar of- 
fers from the trustees since 1870, Mr. 
Cocke decided to take over the place 
in full settlement of the debt that 
the trustees owed him and his fam- 
ily, a debt which had steadily in- 
creased since 1846. During all that 
time he and the members of his fam- 
ily labored in every department of 
the college, and without compensation, 
‘other than an actual living, in order 
‘that the college might continue to 
/meet the ever increasing demands for 
ithe education of women. Everything 
that was saved, everything that was 
made went back into the college. 

New Charter in 1910. 

The new charter, changing the name 
to Hollins College, was secured in 
1910, and in 1926, the owners of the 
property, Hollins College, Incorpo- 
rated, offered, through the alumnae of 
the college, to deed and transfer to 
a self-perpetuating board of trustees 
the college property, provided the en- 
dowment was raised. In 1927, a board 
of trustees, chartered under Virginia 
laws, and providing in the charter for 
alumnae membership on the board, ac- 
cepted the offer and proceeded to take 
the necessary steps to raise the funds. 

With nati-nal patronage, Hollins 
bas a student body of 350 and a fac- 
ulty of 40, exclusive of administration.

Extra-Curricular 


Work Detended 
For Tech, Emory 


Contrary to the opinion of Chief 
Justice Taft uttered a few days ago 
at a national fraternity meeting in 
Washington, D. C., extra-curricular 
activities of colleges and universities 
of America are not to be deplored. 
statistics on such activities collected 
by Teslie K. Patton, assistant dean of 
men at Emory university, show. Thus 
far Mr. Patton has compared Emory 
university and Geergia Tech in sta- 
tistics being prepared for a book on 
the relation of activities to the college 
life of students. 

Some interesting comparisons have 
been made. Patton has uncovered 
many questions which have puzzled 
the minds of educators. 

One of the most remarkable things 
disclosed in the statistics is that those 
students taking “part in athletic ac- 
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tivities at Emory have even a higher 
average than those participants in 
other activities. At Tech this gas 
slightly different, for students partici- 
pating in athletics had a somewhat 
lower scholastic average than that of 
the whole student body. Even there. 
however, men in athletics maintained 
a higher average than the students 
not engaged in extra-curricular activi- 
ties, the ones engaged in other activi- 
ties having the highest scholastie av- 
erages of any other category con- 
sidered. 

Upon a basis of time involved, those 
in activities requiring less time made 
a higher average than those requiring 
a greater amount of time. This con- 
clusion was drawn from facts gath- 
ered from both institutions. At Em- 
ory the group engaged in student ac- 
tivities requiring the most time still 
maintained an average above that of 
the student body as a whole, but this 
was not true at Tech. 

When comparisons were made on 
the basis of those students engaged 
in three or more activities, it was 
found that they made better grades 
than all others participating in ac- 
tivities, Again there was a difference 
with the student body of the other 
Atlanta institution. 

In the matter of fraternities, it was 
found that the fraternity group of 
both institutions had an average below 
the general average of the student 
body. Here there was little differ- 
ence between Emory and Tech. 

A study of the student body aver- 
age in the fall, winter and spring 
quarters at Emory for seven consecu- 
tive years shows that the average of 
the fall quarter is uniformly lower 
than that of the winter and. spring. 
This, it is thought, is due to the prec- 
ence of students in the freshman class 
who are not capable of doing the re- 
quired academic work, and who are 
destined to be eliminated.

From a Painting by Szinyei-Merse 


til Reveille

IGHT years ago we brought the 

last large cargo of them home. 

From freshly broken sod _ in 

Marne wheat fields, from conse- 
crated St. Mihiel earth, from holy Ar- 
gonne soil, they came back for their re- 
ward—eternal sleep near those who knew 
and loved them best; prayers; eulogies; 
flowers; flags; memorial days without 
end. 

There were 2,479 of them, each a hero 
in his long wooden box. Out of the trans- 
port Wheaton they came. No effort on 
their part. Their bit was done. Sleep, 


the long, unbroken. sleep of the soldier 
dead, was their portion. Buddies, wearing 
the olive drab that these others had died 
fighting in, hoisted them ashore. Quite a 
different homecoming from the one they 
had’ hoped for, But, for all of that, a 
home-coming of epic glory, though they 
knew it not. 

And so the last large carg of the na- 
tion’s battle dead came home. No cheer- 
ing crowds. No blaring bands to greet 
them. Unheralded, except for flags that 
floated solemnly in the breeze, these re- 
turning boys were stacked in piles accord- 


ing to numbers and designations. Then 


motor trucks carried them away. 

Next came the train ride in baggage 
cars. Many of these boys in their flag- 
draped coffins traveled home over the 
same pair of flashing rails that started 
them overseas to fighting fronts and 
white crosses. 

But they did not know it. Their win- 
dows of life were curtained forever. They 
did not see the woods string out nor the 
trestled streams flash by. At this jour- 
ney’s end there was mother, perhaps— 


home folks, tenderness, all the living can 
do for the nation’s dead. 

Another Memorial Day is here. Safe in 
bome town cemeteries, our world war dead 
will not be forgotten. But what about 
their buddies left behind, their buddies 
whom we left sleeping over ther under 
their white crosses, waiting for a bugle to 
blow reveille from on high? 

Ten years ago a France that stood in 
the Great Shadow waiting for her own 
men to come marching home from hell, 
pledged memorial days unending to the 
buddies we left behind, Promised them 


forever, all the living can do for the bat- 
tle dead. 

An old parish priest of Rupt-en-Woevre 

was one of the first-to make this pledge, 
and to assure us that his people would 
mever break it. His pledge came out of 
St. Mihiel’s battle thunder, a voice crving 
forth gratitude from the hearts of his 
war-stricken people. 
“ Since 1915 the northern part of France, 
through which the Meuse writhed like a 
river of death and desolation, had been 
wnder the merciless German guns. Like 
a great red bayonet, the enemy had 
thrust himself into the breast of France 
in a region of the Meuse designated as 
the St. Mihiel salient. 

To the first American army, formed in 
the summer days following the second bat- 
tie of the Marne, 1918, came the call to 
snap off the red enemy bayonet of St. 
Mihiel, and close this salient. In the last 
few days of August, and in the first days 
of September, a seemingly unending brown 
river of man-power flowed by night toward 
the St. Mihiel lines. Regiments upon 
whose banners ‘were written such epic 
names as Seicheprey, Cantigny, Belleau 
Woods, Chateau-Thierry, Soissons, and 
Rheims, were in this battle-bent stream. 
And there were regiments whose baptism 
of fire was yet to come. Fieets of trucks 
loaded with supplies and shells and battery 
after battery of field artillery furnished 
the rumble and roar of a cataract to the 


brown river of marching hosts. Hospitals 
sprang up on the river’s banks. 


The Yanks were coming! 


_ The cold, damp September days and 
nights filled with the presage of great bat- 
tle as our troops moved into positions that 
faced the enemy. He was securely fortified 
im trenches and strong points that he had 
converted into veritable forts during his 
three-year occupancy of these lines. Before 
his formidable breastworks and defenses 
rose a natural barrier to attack’in the 


Heights of the Meuse, gun-studded citadels 
ef death. 


Thus the ever arriving troops found 
themselves facing a job that could have 
shattered a whele army had the enemy 
cared to fight to the death. We came into 
a@ war ravaged country here. German shelis 
had reduced it to grim, broken forests, 


two parallel streets that oozed 

mud. Blasted by the German 

three years, Rupt was like a 

broken, steme ghosts. But amid 

ruin and destruction that made the village 
geemed a graveyard of grotesque tomb- 
stones, its church steeple spiraled skyward, 
although its rear walls had crumbled. 


Here in this wretched place we found the 
village priest and a handful of his flock 
that had refused to be driven from their 
Jand and wrecked homes by German gun- 
fire. The priest was an old man with a 
body of oak and a soul of gold. He came 
to division headquarters to welcome the 
Americans in the name of his pitiful peo- 
ple and to say that their prayers would 
fotiow us into the flame. 

He and his parishioners of Rupt, Mouilly 
and Genicourt, insisting we had come as 
their saviors, could not do enough for us. 
"Phere was little they could give us. But 
mo task too heavy. No errand was trouble. 

Rain fell incessantly now. The mud 
deepened. Thousands of men, waiting in 
agonizing suspense for battle orders, liter- 
ally wallowed in this rain and mud, their 
uniferms and blankets caked and soaking. 
Theusands of men, still om the march, 
waded through this awful weather to reach 
their jump-off positions. The artillery had 


piles of ammunitien rese behind the eamou- 
fiaged guns. French cavalry, tanks, the air 


service, the engineers, the artillery and the 
infantry were ready. 

Wednesday night, September 11, there 
was a furious storm.. Under cover of this 
storm things began to happen behind the 
lines of the first American army. Column 
after column of storm troops doubled time 
out of hiding and were rushed into the 
forming assault waves. The supporting bat- 
talions went forward to follow the attack, 
and the battalions in reserve made sure 
they were ready for any emergency. 


No one as yet except the higher officers, 


knew the exact zero hour for the first 


American army. As is usual] in army or- 
Gers, the day and time of attack had been 
designated by letters. In this particular 
case the attack was scheduled for “K 
hour” of the “D day.” 

Im the drenching rain the first move 
directly against the German lines was 
made by the engineers. Platoon by pla- 
toon, they hiked out of a ravine and fell 
to hard labor with picks and shovels. A 
road had to be made passable to the 
Grande Tranchee de Calonne, a fine high- 
way over which much of the attack was 
to pass. The wire-cutting details went for- 
ward next and clipped paths through the 
American wire for their comrades to use 
later. 


No American patrols were abroad in No 
Man's Land on this momentous. night. A 
single man captured by the Germans 
might be forced into confessing an Ameri- 
can attack was about to strike. 


Except for the patter of rain, the front 
lines were steeped in silence at midnight. 
The calm before a storm! 

Suddenly commanding officers received 
word that “K hour” of “D day” was eight 


likes to know when he’s going over the top. 
At one o'clock sharp our artillery blazed 
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ance was met during the first kilometer of 
advance. Then the Maxims began to pump 
death into the gray morning. Here and 
there the assaulting waves wavered, reeled 
and broke, the brown-clad men plunging 
and kicking to the mud, indescribable noises 
in the constricting throats. But, for the 
most part, the waves carried on with few 
casualties until the real crust of the Ger- 
man defense was reached. . 

At nightfall it was defintely established 
that the Germans were in full retreat from 
the salient. The red bayonet was on the 
point of snapping at the hilt. The 26th 
division, with which I served, was sudden- 
ly ordered to dash straight ahead for Vig- 
neulles. The ist division was hurrying for 
the same point from the south. The meet- 
ing of these two divisions would pinch out 
the western side of the salient. 

This order precipitated a virtual race be- 
tween these two veteran combat units for 
Vigneulles, which was still in enemy hands. 
The 102d infantry of the 26th division 
reached Vigneullies first, arriving there 


_abeut 3 in the morning of September 13. 


The town was in flames, and a small arms 
ammunition dump was expleding merrily. 


But the Yankees stormed into the burning 
village just as they had done an hour pre- 
vious at Hattonchatel. A complete German 
military band was captured in Vigneulles. 
Strong patrols and machine gun sections 
were immediately sent to the southward. 
Later in the morning these patrols made 
contact with elements of the list division 
in the village of Heudicourt. 

In the rising light of September 13, 
Americans standing on the captured 
Heights of the Meuse could look across 
the Woevre plain and see the German- 
kindled flames licking at little towns. In 
the valleys and ravines below these heights 
were such towns as Hannonville, Thillot 
and St. Maurice. For almost four years the 
civilian population of these places had been 
under the enemy’s iron heel. Freed at last 
from their cruel slavery, these grateful 
French hailed the Americans as their re- 
deemers. } 

As the doughboys marched into these 
villages to garrison them, old men and 
women, young women and children, made 
the sign of the cross and knelt in the 
mud of the streets, raising their voices in 


prayers and thanksgiving above the tramp, . 


tramp, tramp of feet. The kiddies ran after 
the columns, catching hold of their savior’s 
hands, and the Americans who had choce- 
late tossed it to them. 

Shortly after entering one village a 
wounded American died while waiting in a 
dressing station for an ambulance. The 
French knelt during the simple funeral 
service, tears streaming down their faces. 
After the burial they heaped flowers on 
the white-crossed mound, and one little 
girl, led by her old grandmother in wood- 
en shoes, put a hastily made flag, sup- 
posediy American, on the grave. 

An old bearded poilu, with only one arm 
and one good eye, remained by the grave, 
shaking his head for quite some time after 
the interment. An American who could 
speak French said something to him. 

“Ah! Mon Dieu Monsieur, I gave only an 
arm—an eye—for France. Our comrade 
here gave his life! We shall not forget.” 

Back in muddy Rupt with its church 

spiraling skyward, Father Le- 


the graves wherein our boys lie so far 
home and loved ones. There was the es- 
pecially well known promise of M. Vauche- 
let, the school-teacher of Landres-et-St. 
Georges, the twin towns near our great 
cemetery at Romagne. When the Ameri- 
cans swept in there, driving the Germans 
before them the Romagne refugees followed 
in their wake, and looked upon the Ameri- 
cans as their deliverers. The school 
teacher, M. Vauchelet, assembled these 
grateful refugees who made oath that as 
long as France remained France they 
would.observe the American memorial day, 
take flowers to our buddies’ graves and sing 
our national anthem. 

Ten memorial days have come and gone 
since Father Leclerc and M. Vauchelet 
made his promise, and since all France 
gave similar assurance that faith would not 
be broken with our soldier dead. The 
eleventh is here. Once again it is time for 
the Father Leclercs, the M. Vauchelets and 
their countrymen to heap flowers on the 
graves of the American war dead in France, 
and to kneel beside them with prayers. 

We hear now that the French have 
grown hard and bitter toward us since St. 
Mihiel, the Argonne and the armistice. We 
hear that the war debt, and other things, 
may have made them choose to forget the 
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A. E. F. days, and the changes that ten 
post-war years have effected. I asked him 
if he believed our former comrades de 
guerre, the French, really despise us as 
many American visitors to Paris insist. I 
asked him if he thought they had broken 
faith with our battle dead. 

The colonel gave me this simple littk 
true story from the wheat fields near 
Chateau-Thierry for his answer. Here it 
is in his words. 

“I took my two boys to France Jast May 
for a long promised tour of our old battle 
sectors. After a few days in Paris we went 
directly to Chateau-Thierry on Decoration 
day. My youngsters were fairly on edge 
to see the wheat fields through which we 
first drove the Germans back in July, 
1918. 

“When we reached the fields the after- 
noon sun was gilding the wheat. Stirred 
by the summer breeze, it rippled away from 
us like a golden lake. Only my memories 
of what once happened to us here enabled 
me to think of this beautiful pastoral 
scene in terms of war. It being Decoration 
day I wondered about our men’s graves. My 
sons were plainly disappointed. They had 


come looking for the thrills of battle-fields 
and wanted to push on ahead to where the 
first battalion had run into concentrated 
machine gun fire and savage hand-to-hand 
fighting. 

“I humored them and set a stiff pace. 
Shortly we passed a peasant family work- 
ing in the wheat. The group represented 
three generations: A gnarled old grand- 
father and his chattering spouse; a come- 
ly young woman of about thirty, evident- 
ly the old folks’ daughter, and her husband 
whose right shirt sleeve flapped emptily 
against his side; two little apple-cheeked 
girls around the ages of eight and nine. 
They all stopped working and politely wish- 
ed: us ‘bon jour.’ I returned their greeting 
in French, and we kept on. 


“We returmed over the same route some 
time later. Fortunately our explorations 
had produced quite a number of thrills for 
my boys. They had seen some old trenches, 
one or two machine gun nests that had 
been preserved as souvenirs, and Ed, the 
oldest, had found a rusty bayonet! 


“It was sunset hour in the wheat fields 
now. The sinking sum cast a russet glow 
over the grain that deepened its golden 
color. The peasants were singing all through 
the fields. Their long day of work was 
over. were happy in the thought of 
the food, wine and rest awaiting them in 
their stone houses of Domptin. 

“As we approached the family group we 
had met earlier in the afternoon, the music 
of silver chimes reached us. It was the An- 
geluc ringing out from the church tower 
of Domptin. The peasants stopped singing, 
and the wheat seemed to stop rustling in 
the breeze. The nearby family stood with 
reverently bowed heads, the two men hold- 

cape in their hands. I am not a

were very solemn faced. I put on my hat 
and we walked slowly and in silence to- 
ward the peasant family.

My questions excited the curiosity 
of the French grown-ups. The old grand- 
father approached, hat in hand, and said: 
‘Monsieur seems to know our region ex- 
ceedingly well. Monsieur has been this way 
before, perhaps?’ 

“*Yes, monsieur,’ I answered. ‘It was my 
honor to command the regiment 
here during the second battle of the 
Marne.’ 

“The French grown-ups gasped at my 
words. Then something happened that I 
will never forget. Something that thrilled 
me to the core. That whole French family 
knelt down as if by an unspoken command. 
Each one made the sign of the cross and 
prayed. My boys and I could only stand 
there in silent amazement and wonder 
what H wast all about. -

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Pirates Ahoy! 


FTER-Fietcher Christian, mate of 
the ship Bounty, had headed the 
mutiny that set the Bounty’s 
captain and eighteen of her men 

adrift in an open boat, he heard his fol- 
lowers, who now called him captain, shout- 
ing “Hurrah for Tahiti!” 


The men really wanted to go back to 
Tahiti, where they had been very hospit- 
ably treated by the charming natives of 
both sexes while they had been there load- 
ing breadfruit trees aboard the Bounty. 
Now that Bligh, the hated captain of the 
Bounty, was got rid of, why not go back 
to Tahiti and dwell among old friends? 


Christian, who was nobody’s fool, was 
not in favor of this plan. He knew that 
the British government would, sooner- or 
later, send out a ship to look for the Boun- 
ty and her crew, even if Bligh and his 
castaways should never succeed in making 
their way back to England. Christian 
knew that Tahiti would be the very first 
island such an expedition would search for 
survivors of the Bounty, since it was 
Known that the men had become very well 
acquainted at Tahiti during their stay 
there. 

But Christian was overborne by numbers 
and circumstances. When the Bounty tried 
to stop at the island of Toubouai, a month 
after the mutiny, it was met by a hostile 
party of natives, blowing conch shells and 
waving spears in warning. 

The Bounty headed for Tahiti. 

On the way, the thousand breadfruit 
trees that had been taken on before the 
mutiny were thrown overboard. Christian 
announced that the Bounty was about to 
put in at Tahiti to collect livestock and 
other supplies that would be needed in 
starting a colony at Toubouai. 

On June 6, 1789, the mutineers landed at 
Tahiti. The natives were rejoiced by the 
sight of their old friends. Christian told 
them a cock-and-bull story about the dis- 
appearance of Bligh and some of the men, 
explaining that Bligh had sent him back 
to Tahiti to get livestock and provisions for 
him. The natives traded goats, hogs and 
chickens for such trinkets as Christian 
found on the ship, and nine Tahitian men, 
twelve women and eight boys stowed away 
on the Bounty when she put to sea, after 
a ten days’ stay. 

A colony was actually established at Tou- 
bouai, a small island about a week's sail 
southward of Tahiti. There were twenty- 
five of the Bounty’s men, some of whom 
had taken no active part in the mutiny, 
and there were the twenty-nine Tahitians. 

A fort was built, for the natives were 
very hostile. Christian himself was 
severely wounded in one of the many pitch- 
ed battles with the islanders. 

There was dissension among the mu- 
tineers. Those who claimed to have had 
no responsibility for the mutiny refused 
to fall in with the plan of living the rest 
of their lives in these distant islands. They 
wanted to separate from the others and 
eventually get back to England. 

Late in September the entire colony 
pulled up stakes and went again aboard 
the Bounty. Christian acceded to a. vote 
of the majority, and sailed. back to Tahiti, 
where sixteen of the Bounty’s men went 
ashore to await a boat from England. 

Only nine of the mutineers were left 
aboard the Bounty. Enough Tahitians and 
Toubouaians stayed with them to make a 
party of thirty. 

x  * + * 

Fletcher Christian and his friends aboard 
the Bounty sailed away and established on 
Pitcairn Island a colony that exists today. 
But that is quite a story in itself. 

Among the sixteen who landed at Tahiti, 
there was a general disposition to give 
themselves up to British authorities at the 
eariiest possible moment and prove their 
innocence of any part in the mutiny of 
the Bounty. Some wanted to build a ship 
and sail to Java, there to find passage of 
some sort to England. Others feared that 
such activities might get them into trou- 
ble, as an English man-of-war might come 
in search of them while they were build- 
ing or sailing their boat, and take them for 
fugitives. George Stewart and Peter Hey- 
wood, midshipmen who were absolutely not 
concerned with the mutiny, refused to have 
anything to do with building a ship. They 
kept watch for a sail, and planned to swim 
out to meet the first British ship that 
showed herself. 

The others built a rude schooner, which 
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they called the Resolution, and some of 
them were sailing around the island to try 
her out when H. M. S. Par.dora, in charge 
of Captain Edward Edwards, arrived at 
Tahiti in search of the mutineers of the 
Bounty. This was in the latter part of 
March, 1791, almost two. years after the 
mutiny. 

As soon as the Pandora was seen enter- 
ing the bay, the Bounty men who were on 
shore went out to meet her in canoes, or 
swimming. They climbed up the side of 
the ship, made themselves known to the 
officers in charge, and were immediately 
put in irons. 


Fourteen of the sixteen Bounty men on 
Tahiti were collected and ironed. Two 
had gone into the interior of the island to 
live after one of them had murdered an 
islander, and these two could not be found. 
After two months in Tahitian waters, dur- 
ing which the prisoners were treated with 
inhuman severity by Captain Edwards, the 
Pandora set out to seek Christian and his 
party among the other South Sea islands. 

A sort of cheesbox was built on the deck 
of the Pandora for the confinement of the 
prisoners. It was eighteen feet long and 
eleven feet wide, and could be entered only 
through a manhole at the top. There were 
two barred holes for ventilation. The four- 
teen men were kept incommunicado in this 
box, under the terrible heat of the tropic 
sun, and every man was loaded down with 
heavy manacles and leg-irons which were 
locked to heavy bars that were bolted to 
the deck. 

Of course, there was no possible justifi- 
cation for this course on the part of the 
captain. Edwards was being judge, jury, 
hangman, gallows and all. Nearly all of 
these fourteen men were innocent of any 
active part in the mutiny. Some of them 
had actually opposed the mutiny, and had 
begged to be put into the boat with Lieu- 
tenant Bligh. 

One of the men had a Tahitian wife and 
baby girl. The wife, with the baby in her 
arms, refused to leave the beach during 
the month the Pandora stayed there, but 
spent all her time weeping and trying to 
talk to her husband. Captain Edwards or- 
dered the sentinels to shoot at once any 
one of the prisoners who should speak in 
Tahitian to anybody. The little Tahitian 


woman, wife of Stewart, the midshipman, 
died of grief when the Pandora sailed away, 
and her baby was brought up by mission- 
aries who later came to the island. 

Captain Edwards stopped at this island 
and at that coral key, but he didn’t find 
Fletcher Christian and his real mutineers. 
On one little atoll he found some ship’s 
gear with the name Bounty painted on it. 
He thought the search was growing warm. 
Up and down the rolling seas he sailed, 
with his fourteen prisoners cooking under 
the little deck-house, which all the men 
called “Pandora’s Box,” because it was such 
a home of gloom and misery. 

One day, in a great storm, the Pandora 
ran on a reef, not far from the inhos- 
pitable coast of Australia, and was hope- 
lessly wrecked. 

While the ship’s rudder was being car- 
ried away and the pounding of her hull on 
the reef was knocking everyone this way 
and that, the prisoners in Pandora’s Box 
began trying to break one another’s irons 
by striking tnem together with great force. 
Some of the manacles were broken off in 
this manner, and the prisoners told their 
guards what they were doing. Since every- 
body knew that the ship must founder, not 
much attention was paid to the prisoners. 

But while the ship was filling with water 
and eleven feet of water was reported in 
the hold, Captain Edwards heard that the 
prisoners had knocked some of their irons 
off, and ordered that they be immediately 
ironed with the heaviest weights that could 
be found, and that the Box be fired into 
if any of the prisoners made a motion. 

Meantime, the officers and crew were 
ordered into the boats. As the men on deck 
were jumping into the water to save them- 
selves, the prisoners began-again trying to 
break their shackles. They heard an of- 
ficer order their guard to fire upon them, 
but begged in chorus that they be spared, 
and the guard about that time became in- 
terested in saving himself, so the shots 
were not fired. 

As the ship, deserted by her captain and 
other officers, was actually sinking, the 
boatswain’s mate jumped into Pandora’s 
Box with a hammer, and, without orders 
from anyone, began releasing the prisoners. 
All but four of the prisoners escaped, 


thanks to this seaman, who said he would 
rather go down himself than see helpless 
men drown in their irons. 

* * * + 

The survivors gathered upon a little 
sandy key, where a count showed that 
thirty-one of the Pandora’s mn and four 
of the prisoners had been drowned. Cap- 
tain Edwards continued his. cruel treat- 
ment of the Bounty men, refusing them: 
shelter and making them live by them- 
selves on one end of the sandbar, without 
protection from the sun. 

After hardships which only seamen could 
withstand, the survivors of the Pandora 
wreck, including the ten prisoners from the 
Bounty, were landed in England. There 
was much popular indignation over the 
treatment .accorded the men by the inhu- 
man Edwards. The Bounty men reached 
an English prison just four years after the 
departure of the Bounty from England on 
her mission to the South Seas. 

The ten’ Bounty men were tried before a 
court martial, on charges of piracy and 
mutiny. Lord Hood presided over the court 
martial. Peter Heywood, James Morrison, 
Charles Norman, Joseph Coleman, Thomas 
Ellison, Thomas. McIntosh, Thomas Birkett, 
John Milward, William Muspratt and 
Michael Byrne were the defandants. 

The trial lasted a week. Coleman, Mc- 
Intosh and Byrne were acquitted, on evi- 
dence that they had been detained on the 
Bounty by force, and had tried to get into 
the boat with Bligh. 

Heywood, Morrison, Ellison, Milward, 
Birkett and Muspratt were found guilty as 
charged, with a strong recommendation of 
mercy for Heywood and Morrison. 


Five weeks after the trial, Heywood and 
Morrison were pardoned by the king. Both 
had many friends in England who had 
pulled wires for them. Both entered naval 
service at once, and Heywood had a dis- 
tinguished career in the navy. 

Muspratt was respited on account of un- 
satisfactory evidence against him, and was 
never executed. Milward, Birkett and Elli- 
son, who, it was testified by many, had 
borne arms during the mutiny, were hang- 
ed. They were the only ones who ever suf- 
fered the extreme penalty of the law for 
the famous mutiny of the Bounty.

first indignantly §retorts 
“there is a Santa Claus,” man 
fights unceasingly for his illu- 
sions. The murderer of flesh and blood he 
will often forgive and even honor, but the 
murderer of an illusion he puts in a class 
apart. Many a one he has burned in the 
market place. 

Katherine Tift-Jones, a kind and charm- 
ing lady, is such a murderer, and her pil- 
low at night is haunted by the accusing 
eyes not of her victim, but of the thou- 
sands of persons who loved that victim. 
This gentle assassin created an_ illusion 
which brought warmth and color and hu- 
mor into the lives of a host of people, and 
then circumstances forced her to destroy 
the illusion, or at least to bury it for the 
time being. She has been living ever since 
through all the agonies of a person con- 
victed of manslaughter—or worse. 


Radio distance fans may recall that last 
year Station WOR at Newark, N. J., had 
a morning feature called “Over the Cups.” 
(Coffee cups, we must add.) Just after 
breakfast each day the voice of the an- 
nouncer told them that Miss Jean Lambert 
Dale, at that moment finishing her own 
breakfast in her apartment in the suburbs 
of New York city. would chat about the 
newest things in clothes and furnishings 
and fascinating oddments that she had 
seen while shopping around the day before. 

It was quite obvious that this little talk 
really was being broadcast from Miss Dale's 
home, because every now and then the 
listeners could hear her turn from the 
microphone and give some direction to her 
cook about the day’s marketing or clean- 
ing. She always addressed this servant as 
“Calliope,” and one morning she interrupt- 
ed her shopping gossip long enough to tell 
the radio audience, in an aside, that Cal- 
liope was her old negro mammy, a blessed 
old soul with the kindest heart in the 
world and a fund of shrewd wit and hu- 
mor. She tried to persuade the old woman 
to come in front of the instrument and 
greet the unseen listeners, but for a long 
time her entreaties were unavailing. The 
microphone, it appeared, savored too much 
of witchcraft.

Miss Dale often succeeded, however, by 
trickery, in bringing Calliope close enough 
for her voice to be heard, and then en- 
gaged the unsuspecting negro in conversa- 


tion while thousands of listeners chuckled 
over her stories and comments on the hap- 
penings of her little world. Finally her 
mistress persuaded her to come right in 
front of the “mike” and at least say hello. 
Since nothing jumped out of the instru- 
ment to put a “hant” on her, Calliope was 
at last induced to tell a little story of an 
anecdote every now and then to her “air 
ladies,’ the while, with a thrifty regard for 
household duties, she shelled the peas or 
strung the beans or polished the silver. 

One morning, in answer to a question 
from Miss Dale, she explained “how come” 
she got her name: 

“What's dat, Mis’ Jean? De air ladies 
wants to know how come I'se named Cal- 
liope? So, Ill tell ’em, tho’ I ain’t knowed 
de name was so cu’ious as ter call de ’ten- 
tion. Well, hit was dis here way: Long 
time ago, fore I was borned, my mammy 
was lyin’ in de baid’ an’ she was feelin’ 
mighty porely, an’ ‘bout dat time she heard 
de high sweet music lak she ain’t nebber 
heard afore, an’ she ax ‘em what hit were. 

“She steadied hit mought be de angels 
comin’ fer her, an’ she feel so mighty bad! 
But dey tole her dat de circus done come 
ter town, an’ dat was de steam pianna, 
what dey call de calliope. An’ "bout dat 
time I come, an‘ I reckon I squarled lak 
de lil babies all de time does, 


say, ‘Bless de Lawd, an’ praise His Name! 
Dat’s my sweet music, dat’s my Calliope!’ 
An’ dat’s how I gits de name.” The voice 
ended in a chuckle. 


Many of Calliope’s most amusing talks 
she apparently never intended for her “air 
ladies.” They came in answer to questions 
from Miss Dale and were eavesdropped by 
the distant audience. One morning the 
radio listeners heard the old negro confess 
that she had a sore throat. Her mistress 
asked her what she had done for it. 

“I ain’t done nothin’ yit, Mis’ Jean, but 
soon aS you'se gone, I'se gwine ter fix de 
palate wrop an’ I'll be all right dis eve- 
nin.’ ” 

“The what, Calliope?” 


“De palate wrop. Go on, Mis’ Jean, cose 
you knows whati\de palate. wrop is!” 

“But I don’t Calliope—tell me; it sounds 
most interesting.” 

“Well, I doan know ‘bout de interest, Mis’ 
Jean, but you-all should know, ‘cause hit 
doan nebber fail. Well in de fust place, 
de cause ob de sore throat is ‘cause de 
palate done drap. An’ de way ter pull de 
palate up is ter tak’ de middle most lock 
ob de hair on yo’ head, and wrop hit jes 
as tight as you kin. You wrops—an’ wrops 
till de palate done come up, den you ties 
hit so hit can’t come loosé an’ drap agin, 
an’ dat’s all yo’se got ter do. De sore 
throat done well!” 

Soon Calliope had a host of unseen

an’ she friends who loved her for her cheerfulness 


and humor and never began their own day 
without turning on the radio to hear her 
talk as she busied herself in Miss Dale's 
home. They wrote to her, hundreds of let- 
ters a week, telling her that she was very 
dear to them. 


One letter came from 4&a little bride from 
the south, saying that she had been so 
homesick and lonely in her new northern 
home that she had reached the point where 
she felt she could not stick it out any 
longer, when one blessed morning she turn- 
ed on her radio and heard a warm voice, 
like that of her Georgia mammy, passing 
on some bit of black philosophy. The voice 
had loosed the floodgates of her homesick 
longing, and for a whole day she had wept 
miserably. Afterward, though, she had not 
felt so lonely, because every morning now 
she could imagine herself back in Atlanta. 
Calliope had helped to avert a tragedy. 


Sometimes the negro’s mistress discussed 
the dinner menu with her, and the next 
day the post was sure to bring many letters 
asking how each dish mentioned could be 
made “in the southern way.” One such 
letter inquired about Calliope’s recipe for 
“Sally Lunn,” but the answer, spoken be- 
fore the microphone next morning, could 
not have been very enlightening: 


“It takes up ‘bout as much flour as I 
thinks "Il do—'cordin’ ter de number folks 
we gwine ter feed—den two eggs ef I has 
‘em, ef I don’t I uses one; den de baking 
powder—not too much, and sometimes I 
don’ use none, dat is ef I has de sour milk, 
an’ L beats an’ beats. Dat’s all! Dey ain’ 
hard. You know I cooks by de grace ob 
God an’ de kitchen spoon.” 

As the weeks went on, the number of 
Calliope’s “air ladies’ continually increased, 
and so did the mail that came to her at 
Station WOR. It also brought her a fiood 
of presents, big and small. One March 
morning she chanced to mention that she 
had been digging in her patch of garden; 
during the following week she received 
enough seeds to plant all of Manhattan 
Island. 

Again, when Calliope was away for four 
days, Miss Dale explained that she had 
been obliged to go and nurse the four chil- 
dren of her brother in New York, whom 
the doctor suspected of having the measles. 
Immediately the broadcasting office was 
filled with quantities of flowers, fruit and 
second-hand clothing for the sick children.

There was even a letter to “Miss Jean” 
warning her that measles was very often 
fatal to old people, and that something 
should be done to get Calliope away from 
her self-appointed nursing task. 

The incident, however, which probably 
touched the hearts of the greatest num- 
ber of listeners was Calliope’s championing 
of a mongrel pup. One day the “air ladies” 
missed her usual greeting, and Miss Dale 
explained that her cook had served break- 
fast and then disappeared. On the follow- 
ing morning she asked her where she had 
been the day before during the broadcast- 
ing hour, and the radio audience heard her 
answer: 

“Well, Mis’ Jean, hit were dis here way. 
After I done serve yo’ breakfast I was 
bleeged ter go down ter de basement ter 
Mis’ Wilson—yvou know de janitor's wife,

dere talkin’ wid her, I heard de pittifullest 
whine outside de door. An’ I went ter see 
what hit were an’ dere war de poorest, 
lilest mangy dog you ebber did see. He 
were all shivery wid de cole, an’ his tail 
done hurt, an’ he look up at me wid his 
big brown eve so beseechin’ lak-—I jes 
couldn't leab him out dar. ...tI war 
bleeged ter bring him in de basement. 

“Se me an’ Mis’ Wilson, we gits de laun- 
dry tub filled wid warm water an’ some 
dat... . you knows... dat what kills 
de bugs an’ de varmints ... Well, we 
gits him clean up an’ we fix him some 
warm milk an’ wreop him in de bianket, 
an’ time I got troe de Ait Ladies war gone. 
I clean f you an’ dem. Ise serry, Mis’ 
Jean, but I war jes bleeged ter tend dat I’il 
“Calliope, we just can't have a deg iz 
the apartment, please.” 

“Yas'm Mis’ Jean, I knows, I ain't gwine 
ter bring him upstairs—TI°ll keep him in de 
basement ... but we cain’t treo him out 
till he’s more betterer. We bleeged ter tend 
him a Vil while . . den we kin let him 
go.”’ 
Apperentiy, though, Mis Dale did not let 
him go; Calliope had her way and the stray 
dog became a part of the family, fer the 
air ladies could hear mistress and servant 
talking to him, and sometimes he was 
made to bark his own greeting through the 
“mike.” One morning the listeners were 
asked toe suggest a name for him; in the 
next few days two hundred replies came in. 
From these suggestions “Bamby” was 
chosen. 

One day Calliope was persuaded te tell 
a B’rer Rabbit story just as her old mammy 
had teld it to her so many years ago sit- 
ting eon-the cabin steps in the sunset. From 
that time on the demand for these stories 
was so great that Calliope had to tell one 
every Saturday morning to the children. 
And how they did love the steries—and 
her! They wrote her letters, sent her cards, 
pictures of themselves with their dolls and 
dogs, told her about their birthdays and 
what they were doing at school; found in 
her a friend. 

As John Erskine has said in his preface 
to “The Book of Monelle.” reality is of 
many kinds; to some people it is material; 
to others it is spiritual and _ intellectual. 
By now the reader has guessed that, though 
Calliope was a flesh-and-blood person to 
thousands of radio listeners, not one of 
whom, apparently, ever doubted her genu- 
ineness, her only real existence was in the 
mind of the previously mentioned gentle 
murderess, Mrs. Katherine Tift-Jones. 

Mrs. Tift-Jones is a southern lady of 
marvelous linguistic accomplishments, who 
has put her talent for mimicry and her 
fund of darky stories to profitable use on 
the recital platform. When WOR found 
it desirable to enliven a half hour of shop- 
ping gossip by introducing a second speaker 
with a humorous turn, Mrs. Tift-Jones 


agreed to create the character of a negro. 


mammy, provided she were left absolutely 
free to say whatever she chose. Calliope, 
her family, her dog, her friends, her trou- 
bles and her triumphs gradually took shape 
until she became to Mrs. Tift-Jones herself 
almost a second personality. It is hard 
to realize that an illusion in which thou- 
geands of people believe implicitly, and

which they love, is not a reality. Spir- 
itually and intellectually it is a reality. 

The difficulty comes when there is a de- 
mand for bodily materialization, for the 
world is full of Thomases who feel unhap- 
py in their illusions if they lack the evi- 
dence of eyes and touch. So numerous and 
warm did Calliope’s circle of friends be- 
come that it required increasing ingenuity 
to protect them from disappointment. 
Many listeners wrote in to ask what she 
looked like and to demand pictures of her. 
Mrs. Tift-Jones obligingly blacked her face, 
donned a kerchief and turban and had a 
photograph made. This was apparently ac- 
cepted as genuine by everybody who saw 
it, though one woman wrote in that “as 
Calliope’s features do not seem to be 
negroid she must have in her a consider- 
able proportion of white blood.” 

Mrs. Tift-Jones found the doubie life she 
was leading highly entertaining until ome 
day something happened which brought a 
lump te her throat and made her suddeniy 
realize how great is the responsibility of 


him who is creater and guardian of a 
dream. A lady and gentieman appeared at 


te the old negro in recognition of her kind- 
ness to little Bamby! 

Feeling like some one on whose shoulders 
has falien the duty of breaking the news 
of a death, Mrs. Tift-Jones went out to 
see the two visitors and te gaze with guilty 
eyes on the medal, one side of which show- 
ed three hemeless dogs and on the other 
of which was engraved “To Calliope in 
grateful recegnition of your kindness to 
friendiess animals.” 

The two who had brought the medal re- 
fused to believe at first that the old mam- 
my who had described so feelingly the 
finding- and care ef Bamby was only a 
phantom and that the mongrel himeelf, 


with his tricks and his barking, was only 
a trick of the voice. When they finally 
were convinced they were naturally cha- 
grined, but gradually they realized that 
though Bamby and Calliope did not exist 
in a material sense, to thousands of peo- 
ple they were just as real as if they had 
flesh and blood, and consequently the les- 
son of kindness to helpless animals which 
their adventures had carried was just as 
effective. So in front of the microphone a 
few days later the society presented the 
medal to Calliope—and kept her secret.

The next morning a frantic Miss Dale 
explained to the “air ladies’ that their 
kindness was appreciated, but that there 
was no cause for worry; Calliope was be- 
ing given every possible care and would 


seon be well. After that, she and Mrs. 
Tift-Jones realized that the next time one 
of them wanted a few days despite from 
broadcasting, they would have to think of 
some way of getting it without laying vice- 
lent hands on Calliope—uniless they were 
looking for swift death at the hands of 
their friends! 3 

Consequently, when personal affairs 
finally forced Mrs. Tift-Jones to give up 
broadcasting over WOR, she set her mind 
to work to prepare a graceful exit for the 
black philosopher, one that would seem 
natural and plausible but would not wrack 
the hearts of the radio listeners. About @ 
month before the date she had set for her 
departure, she had Calliope read a letter 
from her brother “down in Georgy.” tell- 
ing of the death of his wife Sue, and of 
the trouble he was having in managing his 
“five little chillun, who war jes’ natchaily 
runnin’ wild.” 

Day after day Calliope grew more un- 
happy and anxious about this brood unté@ 
finally Miss Jean decided that the eniy 
thing te do was to let her go down 
Georgia and take care of the mothertess 
pickaninnies. The “air ladies,” of coursa, 
ovcrheard many of the discussions leading 
up to this decision, and finally, on the 
appointed day, Calliope told them good-by. 

“I shall never forget that morning,” says 
Mrs. Tift-Jones. “Something had happen- 
ed during those months that nene of wus 
could explain. We had a feeling ef less, 
as of a person dearly loved going away. 
The eyes of some of those around the stu- 
dio were suspiciously moist. There was @& 
tremble in Calliope’s voice that required ae 
art to put it there.” 

Like one who goes over the effects of 
a friend after a funeral, Mrs. Tift-Jenes 
read over again before she left a few of 
the 12,000 letters to Calliope and “Miss 
Jean” which had accumulated in the stere’s 
filing cases, selected a number which she 
wanted to keep and destroyed the rest. The 
voice of the old mammy, she felt, was 
stilled for good. The pitcher was breken; 
the chapter finished; the illusion dead. 

But not so easily; she had reckoned with<- 
out Calliope’s friends. Letters of protest 
began to pour in to WOR. Calliope was 
“too old to have to struggle with five grew- 
ing children;” it was a “shame for such 
an old woman to have to wear herself out;” 
“she may get malaria down in Georgia;” 
“why doesn’t the store do something te 
keep her from going?” “Why doesn’t Miss 
Dale prevent this generous but foolhardy 
undertaking?” Many of the writers did 
not stop with demanding that somebody 
else do something about it. They them- 
selves offered to give or raise money 30 
that Brother Ned could “hire a younger 
woman to look after his youngsters.” 

The importunities of the “air ladies” be- 
came more,and more embarrassing, though 
Miss Dale explained to them that Calliope 
could not be drawn from the path of duty, 
and could not accept their kind offers of 
assistance. Mrs. Tift-Jones felt more and 
more like a murderess, and her friends 
declare that she began to avoid publis 
gatherings and to skulk around corners. 

The climax was reached when a letter 
arrived from a woman’s club just outside 
of New York, saying that the club was 
raising a fund for Calliope, and the fund 
would soon be large enough to enable her 
to engage somebody else to bring up the 
five Georgie nieces. She herself could then 
return to New York, talk daily to her “am 
ladies,” and “want for nothing.” 

I suspect that Mrs. Tift-Jones cried a lit- 
tle when she read that letter. Then she 
went into the silences, thought very hard,

“Uhirich was born at 
father recalled, “on the fourth of Novem- 
ber. When he was old enough to go to 
school I sent him to the LaGrange Public 
School, but the teacher there at that time 
was not much of a teacher, and when the 
boy was about 12 or 14, I took him out and 
sent him to the high school connected with 
Tulane University in New Orleans.” 

It was probably there, among the scenes 
of the most picturesque people in the old 
south, that the boy Uhlrich found more 
deeply instilled in his mind the love of his- 
tory and the enchanting story of Its people 
of the south. At any rate, he continued 
to study history most of all, and his other 
studies after that, and graduated with first 
honors from Tulane High School. 

His father was at that time traveling out 
of St. Louis, Misscuri, and he wired the 
boy to pack his belongings and come to 
their home in LaGrange, as he had other 
plans for him. The boy arrived on Friday 
night, and when his father came in from 
his trip on Saturday, he was _ boyishly 
eager to know what the mysterious plans 
were. 

“T am tired tonight,” answered his father 
to the boy’s queries; “but in the morning 
I must visit a friend? of mine down the 
street who is quite ill; you may join me for 
the walk and I shall tell you then what 
ZI have in mind for you.” 

The next morning, Mr. Phillips told the 
boy that he planned to place him in the 
University of Georgia. 

He graduated there with first honors, 
and won a scholarship to Columbia Uni- 
yersity. At this time he wrote “Georgi? 


faculty,” Dr. Butler told him. 

“I deeply appreciate that, Dr. 
the historian answered, “but I have already 
made a contract with the University of 
Wisconsin.” And he told the Columbia 
president that as much as he would like 
to remain at Columbia, he was still more 
greatly tempted by the idea of going to the 
Wisconsin school because of the marvelous 
library that was there.. He felt that this 
would be of more value to him than he 
could express. 

He subsequently went to the Wisconsin 
University, and since that time he has 
taught in New Orleans, taught in Cali- 
fornia, and at many other places in the 
country, always seeking to know the his- 
torical background and the people. He is 
at present head of the department of his- 
tory at the University of Michigan, and 
has already won a secure place among 
America’s great historians. 

“Uhlrich has always been a hard stu- 
dent,” Mr. Phillips recalled with.a justi- 
fiable pride that any father would feel in 
a boy, and with a far-away look in his 
kindly eyes, he related how the boy had 
always been mere interested in history 
than in anything else. 

Mr. Phillips himself is an _ interesting 
character in his own right, and is the 
worthy sire of so distinguished a son. He 
has always cultivated flowers, cultivating 
them as a hobby in his younger days, and 
becoming a florist since he has given up 
other work.

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Memorial to Be Erected By Poles In Savannah, On 
150th Anniversary of the Wounding of Gallant 
Countryman Who Gave His Life In 
Defense of American Liberty

HE city of Savannah, Georgia, will 
be the center of interest for the 
liberty loving people of the world 
in early October of this year. The 

Polish government and the Poles of the 
United States are to erect at that time in 
Savannah an immense memorial mound 
suitably marked to the memory of Count 
Casimir Pulaski, the gallant Pole who gave 
his life in defense of American liberty and 
fell during an assault on Savannah when 
an effort was made by the Americans and 
their allies to take the city from General 
Prevost, the British commander who held 
it. This was in October, 1779. Count Pu- 
laski received a mortal wound while lead- 
ing the forces against the British and died 
a few days later on board the U. S. brig 
Wasp, as it was trying to get him to 
Charleston to receive medical aid. 

Recently there visited Savannah a dis- 
tinguished company of Poles who came 
to officially announce to the officers of 
the municipality that the Poles of this 
and other countries desired to commem- 
orate the 150th anniversary of the wound- 
ing of Count Pulaski by erecting here a 
memorial mound with dedicatory exercises 
taking place on the 150th anniversary of 
the date the count was wounded. 


At a meeting of city council of Savan- 
nah, Casimir S. Baldyga, of Detroit, na- 
tienal commander of the Polish Army Vet- 
erans Association of America; Dr. T. A. 
Starzynski, of Pittsburgh, president of the 
Pelish Falcons of America, and Chester G. 
Morozowski, of Chicago, national adjutant 
of the Polish Army Veterans’ Association 
of America, called upon Mayor Gordon 
Saussy and outlined their plans to him. 
The mayor was so impressed with the sug- 
gestions made that he called a meeting of 
council and the heads of the Patriotic As- 
sociations of Savannah and it was agreed 
that Savannah would give a suitable site 
for such a memorial if the Poles and their 
associates would erect it. 


This was readily agreed to, and the visi- 
tors went from this city to Atlanta to in- 
vite the governor to send a military escort 
here for the occasion. This the governor 
readily did and then the visitors went to 
Washington and extended President Hoo- 
ver an invitation to be present. It is ex- 
pected the president will accept the in- 
vitation as the cemmittee announces that 
Professor Ignatz Mosciski, president of the 
Republic of Poland has already agreed to 
come to the United States this fall and at- 
tend the ceremonies at Savannah in honor 
of Count Pulaski. 


Savannah now has one splendid memo- 
rial to the gallant Polish gentieman who 
came here to help the young nation 
achieve its independence in the Revolution 
of 1776 and the few years that followed. 
This memorial is a monument—one of the 
most impressive in the south—and it 
stands in Monterey Square on Bull street 


in Savannah. It bears this inseription: 


“Pulaski, the heroic Pole who fell 
mortalfy wounded fighting for Amer- 
liberty at the seige of Savan-

This monument was dedicated January 
9th, 1855, with impressive Masonic cere- 
monies. It stands today as it did when it 
was unveiled and accepted by the city. It 
is 50 feet in height, a column of soiid 
marble, resting upon a base of granite and 
surmounted by the Geddess of Liberty 
hoiding a wreath in her outstretched

The monument 
was executed in Italy at a cost of $18,000 
and at the time of its erection was con. 
sidered one of the most elegant memorials 
in America. 

Shortly after the cornerstone of the 
monument was laid there was placed under 
ene corner of it a receptacle containing 
what were suppesed to be the remains of 
Pulaski, the theory being that he had been 
buried at Greenwich, a short distance out- 
side of Savannah, following his death. I$ 
is now accepted as a fact, however, thasé 
the grave defender was buried at sea fol- 
lowing an operation on board the Wasp. 
The vessel was prevented by high winds 
from making haste to Charleston and re- 
mained at the entrance to the Savannah 
harbor for several days. Pulaski’s condi- 
tion became such that he could not sur 
vive. Colonel Bentalou, who was his at- 
tendant, reported that he did all possible 
to save the remains for interment ashore 
but that “the. corpse became so offensive, 
I was compelled, though reluctantly, te 
consign to a watery grace ali that was now 
left upen earth of my beleved and hon- 
ered comamnder.” 


The valor and heroism of Pulaski was 
unquestioned but historians say the as- 
sault upon Savannah, largety planned by 
him, was ill conceived. Certainly it was 
calamatous and disastrous as the allied 
forces lost 1500 men to a comparatively 
few on the part of the British. 


General. Benjamin J. Lachlan Mcintosh, 
Count d’Estaing, the French officer and 
Count Pulaski, were thé leaders in the as- 
sault. Pulaski was the only one of the 
quartet to lose his life. 


There were three distinct efforts to ges

Four People Found Guilty In 
This Case But It Was 
Never Solved 


BY PHILIP 


HE murder of Dr. Patrick Henry 
Cronin in a lonely cottage at 1872 
Ashland avenue on the night of 
’May 4, 1889, presents a mystery 
which has never been solved. 

Four men were sent to the penitentiary 
en circumstantial evidence, one for three 
years only, although this was one of the 
most brutal crimes in history. Another of 
¢he supposed murderers was never found. 
The conspiracy was never fully uncovered. 

Two men who did remarkavle detective 
work in this case, Herman Schuettler and 
John M. Collins, later became chief of the 
Chicago police : 
Coughlin, detective of the East Chicago ave- 
nue station, was one of those convicted and 
sent to Joliet prison. He was given a new 
trial, acquitted, was caught in a jury bribing 
ease, and fled to Honduras, where he is sup- 
posed to have died in 1911. 

The background of this case brought it 
into international preminence as a part of 
the struggle which Ivrish-Americans were en- 
gaged in to free tuecir mother country from 
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tae control of England. The Irish Republi- 
cans were divided into factions which fought 
bitterly. Dr. Cronin was at the head of one 
faction in Chicago. He is supposed to have 
had embezzlement evidence against the “Big 
Three” in the American movement. They, 
on the other hand, suspected him of being a 
British spy, another Major Le Caron, who 
was then testifying before the Parnell come 
mission. 

It is not the purpose of this narrative to 
go into the dark trails of Irish politics at 
that time, but to present the mechanics of 
this murder, the detective work that follow- 
ed, and main evidential facts. It may 
be accepted as a premise that Dr. Cronin was 
kiled as the result of. a conspiracy on the 
part of political enemies. His friends, too, 
were willing to go a long way in retaliation. 
The police were involved, and there were 
jury. tampering and perjury. 

. * * = 
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lr. Cronin was 43 years old at the time 
he was killed, a tall, striking figure with 
bl ck hair and a luxuriant, wavy mustache, 
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He was impulsive, kind, yet vindictive. He 
had never married. 

He was born in Mallow, County Cork, and 
was brought to this country as a baby. He 
was taken to New York, Baltimore, Ontario, 
attended the Christian Brothers’ school, and 
was graduated from the Academy of St. 
Catherine’s in 1863. He made a specialty of 
chemistry. He taught school and worked in 
a drug store in Petroleum City, Pa., and in 
1867 took Greeley’s advice and came west. 
He. landed in St. Louis in 1867, with strong 
letters of introduction to Archbishop Ryan. 
He went to work in a drug store and became 
tenor soloist at St. John’s church. 

In 1874 he went into the drug 
but kept up his studies and was graduated 
from the medical department of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri and as master of arts at St. 
Louis university. He also took a degree in 
philosophy. He served as captain of militia 
during the strike of 1877 and in 1878 was 
appointed a commissioner to the Paris ex- 
position. He studied ine European hospitals, 
and on returning to St. Louis was made pro- 
fessor of materia medica at the university. 
He corresponded with Dr. D. A. K. Steele 
concerning a professorship in the College of 
Psysicians and Surgeons in Chicago, and in 
1882 came to live in Chicago. Appointed on 
the staff of the county hospital, he soon 
built a good practice. This was augmented 
by his membership in various secret <*o- 
cleties which made him medical examiner. 
He became president of the Celto-American 
club, and plunged into the of Irish 
politics. 
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Dr. Cronin made his home with Mr. and 
Mrs. T. T. Conklin in a flat in the Windsor 
Theater building, 468 North Clark street. His 
office was room 501 in the Chicago Opera 
House block. He had become a prominent 
man in town in seven years, and among the 
Irish had a following so strong that the 
division was Cronin and anti-Cronin. For 
four years he had been fighting the so-call- 
ed Triangle in Clan-na-Gael affairs, the ex- 
ecutive committee composed of Alexander 
Sullivan, Chicago lawyer; Michael Boland, 
of Louisville, and D. C. Feeley, of Rochester, 
N. Y. In return he had been charged with 
treason. Detective Dan Coughlin was on a 
committee appointed in 1885 to investigate 
him. In 1888 Dr. Cronin himself was placed 
on a committee to investigate affairs of the 
Big Three. Alexander Sullivan protested 
this, declaring that “the brand of perjury is 
so burned on the scoundrel’s brow that all 
the waters of the earth will not remove it.” 
In the trial the Triangle was cleared, but 
Dr. Cronin made his own notes of the tes- 
timony and had threatened to. publish them 
in the Celto-American newspaper which he 
controlled. He was supposed to have had 
some of these papers in his pocket at the 
time-of his death. 

That Dr. Cronin feared assassination is 
shown in a remarkable pamphlet which he 
published shortly before his death. “Is It a 
Conspiracy?” was the title, and it contains 
an interview with a mythical reporter who 
had come to interview the doctor concerning 
the origin of a rumor that he had been shot 
and killed. In this interview Dr. Cronin 
mentions “one William Starkey, formerly of 
New Haven, Conn.,” as one of the consplira- 
tors. William Starkey actually figured in 
the investigation after the real murder. In 
the pamphlet the following also appears: 

“Reporter: It strikes me that your funeral 
would be a very largely attended one?” 

“Doctor: Yes, and the cause of death very 
extensively inquired into.” 

Dr. Cronin’s friends were aware that his 
life was in danger; he usually carried a re- 
volver with him. Once, a year before, he 
had been called to a room where he thought 
aman was feigning illness. 
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“My God, have you called me here to mur- 

der me?” he said, and rushed from the room, 


The successful plot against his life was 
hatched February 8, 1889—the state contend- 
ed in this case—in Camp 20 of the Clan-na- 
Gael, known as the Columbia Literary so- 
ciety. John F. Beggs was the senior guardian 
of this camp. He was tried as being respon- 
sible for naming the committee sent out to 
kill Dr. Cronin. The jury found him not 
guilty. Coughlin was one of the members of 
the alleged committee. 

Whatever the sources of the plot, its work- 
ings will now be unfolded.

About 8 o’clock on this same evening Dr. 
Cronin sat with friends in his flat and was 
preparing to go to a meeting of the directors 
of the Celto-American society when the bell 
rang. Mrs. Conklin answered. A rough 
locking man brushed in and said he wanted 
to see the doctor. Dr. Cronin heard him, 
and came into the hall. The man presented 
the card of O'Sullivan, the ice man, and said 
one of his men had been injured badly. He 
indicated it was across the abdomen and 
said it was a matter of life and death. He 
said he had a buggy and horse waiting. 

Mrs. Conklin looked out of the window 
and saw the famous white steed from the 
Dinan stable. Dr. Cronin gathered his bag 
of instruments, taking splints and cotton, 
and ran down the steps. He met Frank 
Scanlan, Jr., on the sidewalk. Scanlan was 
calling to take him to the meeting. The 
doctor explained his call, said he would be 
back in an hour, and jumped into the buggy. 
The driver whipped the white horse, and 
they started north at a hard pace. 

Pauline Hoertel, a washerwoman, was pass- 
ing the Carlson cottage a little while after 
this and saw a white horse and buggy drive 
to the door and stop. A tall man carrying a 
black satchel got out and ran up the wooden 
steps. The other man struck the horse and 
galloped off. The tall man had hardly 
reached the door when it was opened for 
him from the inside. He stepped inside. She 
heard a cry, “O, God.’ There was a noise, 
shouting, the sound of blows, a fall. As it 
was interpreted for her, she said: 

“I heard the far away cry of ‘Jesus.’”’

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It was not until May 22 that Dr. Cronin’s 
body was found. It was nude, the neck 
broken, bent in a catch basin on Evanston 
avenue, what is now the Edgewater district. 
Wounds in the head indicated he had been 
killed by stabbing with a sharp instrument, 
such as a Chisel or an ice pick. There was 
a towel around his head and cotton batting 
around the wounds. A scapular was still 
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around his neck. Identification by tis friends 
was positive, and Dr. F. W. Lewis, his dentist, 
identified gold fillings he had recently placed 
for Dr. Cronin. 

At 2 o'clock Sunday morning on May 5 
police had seen a carpenter’s wagon and bay 
horse going north from Clark and Diversey. 
There were two men in the seat and a large 
trunk in the back At 7:30 o’clock that 
same morning an empty trunk, spattered 
with blood on the inside and a lock of dark 
hair clinging their, had been found in the 
bushes along Evanston avenue near Grace- 
land, about a mile from where the body was 
found. This trunk was the one that Simonds 
had bought. The hair was that of Dr. Cro- 
nin. On November 8 Dr. Cronin’s clothes, 
his satchel and instruments were found in a 
manhole at Evanston and Beuna avenues. 
His clothes had been cut from his body. His 
watch and purse were gone. There was a 
large polished box with a brass handle. 

Dr. Cronin’s murderer had been accom- 
plished, but the plot to have him appear as 
a suicide, through the planting of these 
clothes in some other part of the world, had 
failed for some unknown reason. 

During the eighteen days that elapsed be- 
tween Dr. Cronin’s disappearance and the 
finding of his body there were several man- 
ifestations of conspiracy. Dr. Cronin’s 
friends thought he had been murdered, but 
strange reports of his having been seen be- 
gan to crop up. Miss Anne Murphy and 
William Dwyer came forward with the posi- 
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tive statement that he had been seen by 
them on the night of May 4, after 9 o'clock, 
on a North Clark street car. Reports began 
to appear in the newspapers that he had 
been seen in New York and other places. 

Finally, there came a story from Toronto, 
signed by Charles T. Long, son of a Toronto 
publisher, that-he had talked with Dr. Cro- 
nin there on May 10. He went on to give 
a long interview with Dr. Cronin on Clan- 
na-Gael affairs. It developed later that 
Long, who had formerly been in Chicago, 
had fallen under the influence of William 
J. Starkey, who was in communication with 
Dr. Cronin’s enemies. His stories weré fab- 
rications. 

Starkey was found in New York, but the 
Chicago police ordered his release. 

When Dr. Cronin had failed to return 
home O'Sullivan, the ice man, was the first 
man sought. He expressed great surprise 
and said no one of his employes had been 
injured and he knew nothing of the man 
who had presented his card to Dr. Cronin. 
This did not satisfy Schuettler, who got from 


him later the tip that there was something 


mysterious at the cottage owned by the 
Carlsons. Schuettler and others went there 
the day after the body was found and saw 
at once that this was the scene of the crime. 
Blocdstains led from the sidewalk to the 
wooden steps and into the front room, which 
was still spattered with blood on the walls 
and stained on the floor.

This led at once to the man Simonds, 
and to search for the man Williams, who 
had rented the cottage. The flat on Clark 
street was also found. 
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O’Sullivan was pressed further when the 
Carlsens recalled that on the day they 
a the cottage to Williams they had 

en the man walk over to O'Sullivan, who 
was in the yard, and had heard him say: 
“Well, the cottage is rented.” Later, when 
they became suspicious of their tenants, 
they asked O’Sullivan about them, and he 
lad replied they were all right and he 
would guarantee the rent. On May 13, after 
Dr. Cronin had been missing nine days, a 
stranger called on the Carlsons and offered 
a third month’s rent. They refused unless 
their tenants occupied the house. On May 
18 a note signed “F. W.” was received from 
Hammond, Ind. In this Williams said he 
had been called away on business, his sis- 
ter was still ill, and asked the Carlsons to 
put the furniture in their cellar. He said 
le had painted the floor for his sister. The 
Carlsons looked at the cottage and were 
alarmed, but decided to do nothing until 
Williams called. 

In the meantime the white horse clew 
was followed. Detective Dan Coughlia was 
supposed to be working on this. On the 
Monday morning after the disappearance 
Dinan, the livery stable keeper, met him at 
the station amd asked him who the man 
was that he had rented the horse and bug- 
gy for, and told him he was about to re- 
port it to Captain Schaack. 

“Keep quiet about it,” Coughlin toid him. 
“Me and Cronin have not been good friends 
and if you go to talking you may get me 
into trouble.” 

But Dinan did not let it rest. He car- 
> aa the story te Schaack, who accepted 

ughiin’s statement that he had rented it 
for a man named Smith who was out of 
town and that it was not the same horse. 
Dinan went to Chief of Police Hubbard. 
Coughlin was called in and cross examined 
and placed under arrest. Schaack was sus- 
pended from the force, but later reinstated, 
and he did good work in the Lu@tgert case. 
Coughlin’s friend Smith was located, but 
proved that he knew nothing of the white 
horse and that he was a stranger from 
Hancock, Mich. 

The investigation was muddied further 
by the alleged confession of Frank J. 
Black, alias Woodruff, who was arrested on 
May 9 for horse stealing. He said he was 
in Sell Van Praag’s gambling house at 392 
Seuth State street, had lost money, and 
was hired on May 4 by one William King 
te get a horse and wagon and take a trunk 
away from 528 North State street. He said 
they drove to the north end of Lincoin park 
and met two other men, one of whom he 
thought was Dr. Cronin. The body of a 
woman was taken from the trunk and 
threwn in a manhole, and the trunk was 
dumped off in another part of the lake 
shore. He said he got $25 for the job. 

From various stool pigeons in north side 
saloons and gambling houses the police 
found evidence that further implicated 
O'Sullivan and Coughlin. They had been 
talking about Dr. Cronin. They had called 
him a spy and said he ought to be put out 
of the way. William Niemann, a saloon- 
keeper in North Clark street, said that 
about 10 or 11 o'clock on the night of May 
4 O'Sullivan, Coughlin, and a third man 
aas@ ward declared to be John Kunze, had 
been talking together, whispering as though 
in possession of some great secret.

Detective John M. Collins did a good 
piece of work. He searched the gallery of 
his mind for men who might. be implicated 
in a job like this. He thought of. Martin 
Burke and Patrick Cooney, known as “The 
Fox.” He learned that they had beer drink- 
ing steadily after the murder of Dr. Cronin 
and had plenty of money, and then had 
disappeared from their usual haunts. He 
discovered a picture of Burke in a group 
and took it to the Carisons. They at once 
identified him as Prank Williams. Cooney 
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answered the description of Simonds. He 
was never found by the police. Descrip- 
tions of Burke were broadcast, and Chief 
McRae of the Winnipeg police arrested him 
as he was getting on a train with a ticket 
for Liverpool in his pocket. Chief Hubbard, 
Schuettler, and Collins went after him and 
he was brought back to Chicago after a 
long extradition fight. 


Burke and Kunze, who was arrested, were 


stool pigeons of Dan Coughlin. Both had 
been in trouble, and Burke had been sus- 
pected in two murders. Coughlin held this 
information and made them his tools, ac- 
cording to the State theory. There may 
have been a mistake about Kunze. He was 
identified by a boy who said he had seen 
him washing his feet in the Clark street 
flat. Mertes, the milkman, said he was the 
man who drove Dr. Cronin to the Carlson 
cottage. Kunze, a German, declared all 
along that he was innocent. The jury hes- 
itated in his case, and gave him only three 
years in prison.

was held in the fall of 1889 before Judge 
S. P. McConnell. Joel M. Longaeckerc the 
State’s attorney, was assisted by Luther 


Laflin Mills, W. J. Hines, and George C. 
Ingham. Thee defense by half a dozen 
lawyers was led by the bril.ant William 
S. Forrest. The white horse was the 
strongest witness azainst Coughlin, al- 
though two knives taken from his pocket 
were identified as Dr. Cronin’s. The 
identification by the Carlsons was the evi- 
dence that convicted Burke. The contract 
with the doctor and the incident of the 
business card were the worst things 
against O’Sullivan. Letters and testimony 
of fellow clansmen implicated Beggs in the 
appointment of a secret committee to take 
care of Dr. Cronin. Burke was also identi- 
fied by H. Mortenson, an expressman, as 
the man who hired him to move furniture 
from the Clark street flat to the cottage. 

During the early part of the trial the 
state uncovered an effort to get at the 
jury, and traced it to the defense, through 
Max Solomon, a bailiff. Six men were sent 
to jail for this. The defense was chiefly

that of alibi witmesses. It took forty-five 
days to get a jury, so great was the preju- 
dice and fear in the town. The medical 
evidence was interesting. Taking blood- 
Stains from the floor of the Carlson cot- 
tage, bloodstains in the trunk; hair in the 
trunk, and hair from Dr. Cronin’s head, 
also a thread of hair found on a cake of 
soap in the kitchen of the cottage, the ex- 
perts deduced that a human being, and 
this human being Dr. Cronin, had been 
killed in the cottage, his body placed in 
the trunk and then dumped into the man- 
hole. 

The jury found Beggs not guilty, Kunze 
guilty of manslaughter, and Coughtiin, 
O’Sullivan, and Burke guilty of murder. 
These three were sentenced to life impris- 
onment.

The jurors debated the case for three 
days, returning their verdict on December 
16. There might have been a hanging ver- 
dict but for the resistance of one man, 
John Civer, of Evanston. Long afterward 
he gave his diary to Joe Dillabough, a re- 
porter who covered the case. This showed 
that he was moved more by religious con- 
viction than anything else. The jurors 
held religious service every night. Culver 
in his diary called Dinan an untruthful 
witness. Also, Mrs. Conklin did not im- 
press him. He wrote once: 

“I am asking the Lord’s help that I may, 
in. my heart, realize and know that ‘He 
deeth all things well.’ I have been afraid 
of Mills’ eloquence—not his reasoning 
power—but his power to capture things 
and to make even the untrue appear real 
and true. I have prayed much to the 
Lord to keep me that my mind may be 
clear and my judgment correct. God help 
me and keep me, for Jesus’ sake, amen.” 

In 1893 the supreme court granted 
Coughlin a new trial. Burke and O’Sul- 
Hvan had died in prison. Two of the 
jurors, Bontecou and Clark, were declared 
disqualified by prejudice. The decision 
stated that the evidence failed to show 
that the Clan-na-Gael was an unlawful or 
criminal organization and that, as an or- 
ganization, it had nothing to do with the 
murder. Coughlin was brought to trial 
again before Judge Richard S. Tuthill, in 
1893. The only new witness of importance 
was Mrs. Lizzie Foy, whose husband, An- 
drew, was identified with the Clan-na- 
Gael. Her story was attacked as that of 
a mad woman. In 889, she said, Martin 
Burke, Cooney the Fox, and others called 


repeatedly at the Foy house, in Oak street . 


near Market, where they always inquired 
for Dan Coughlin. Foy was present at some 
of the meetings. 

She heard them talking about Dr. Cronin 
and his alleged treason. They decided to 
kill the doctor. Burke and Cooney were 
selected for the actual killing. The weapon 
chesen was the chisel of Andrew Foy. She 
thought Foy, instead of Knuze, had driven 
the doctor to the house. O'Sullivan, she 
said, watched outside. She named others 
of the conspirators and said the plan was 
to take the body out in the lake and sink 
it deep. This was part of Coughiin’s job, 
and he was said to have gone to the cot- 
tage soon after the murder. On the even- 
ing of the murder Foy took his brickma- 
son’s chisel and wrapped i up, saying it 
would remove “another LeCaron.” Mon- 
day morning he brought in a newspaper 
containing the story of Cronin’s disap- 
pearance, and told one of the boys to take 
it to his mother. 

This and other evidence against Cough- 
lin failed to impress the secend jury, 
which voted an acquittal.

Coughlin returned to Chicago, opened a 
saloon, and in 1899 was indicted for offer- 
ing a bribe to a juror in a damage suit 
against the Illinois Central railroad. The 
juror took a diamond from Coughlin as se- 
curity for the money, and went to Judge 
Tathill with the story and a diamond. 
Coughlin fled south, was arrested in Mo- 
bile, and released on habeas corpus just 
before Chicago officers arrived. He went 
to Seuth America and worked for many 
years in Puerto Cortez, Honduras, as a 
foreman for Capt. J. W. Grace, a con- 
tractor in charge of public improvements. 
He is supposed to have died there from 
tuberculosis. 

Nothing more was done about the Cronin 
case. Dr. Cronin’s funeral was magnifi- 
cent, and his death was “extensively in- 
quired into,” as he had predicted.

larly given to any kind of itching skin trou- 
ble, from simple winter or bath pruritus to 
parasitic scabies, and sometimes even 
smallpox. 

Scabies is the real old-fashioned “seven 
year” itch that our grandparents knew bet- 
ter than we do today, which is not to say 
that scabies is any less prevalent now, 
only that people formerly made no bones 
about acknowledging the itch mite when 
they had it. Not that they were any less 
cleanly than we are now, only that they 
were not quite so affected or snobbish 
about their bathing habits as we are to- 
day. Nor does this imply that scabies, the 
real parasitic itch, is more a “filth” dis- 
ease than is pneumonia or diphtheria. If 
paratisic itch prevails more among the un- 
washed than it does among the washed, the 
matter of washing has nothing to do with 
it; the reason is that the unwashed are 
more subject to crowding and therefore 
more exposed to contagion, contact with 
other persons or personal things, than are 
the washed. Maybe I am a prejudiced wit- 
mess, for I have had the itch myself—for 
met to exceed 24 hours—oh, years ago, be- 
fore I broke the wet wash habit. At that, 
I. suppose I caught it through an error of 
technic. In fact I was dirty. Gosh, this 
is dreadful, isn’t it—but please bear with 
me, for I’m telling you this for the good 
ot your health or at least your comfort. Kt 
happened in this way. There was an epi- 
demic of old-fashioned itch in the com- 
munity and some very nice doctors were 
treating victims for “uric acid” in the sys- 
tem; you know, there are some doctors so 
nice that they don’t know itch when they 
see it; at least their errors of diagnosis 
are covered by some such manifestation 
of refinement. So I had te scrutinize all 
skin troubles pretty carefully, for I was 
only a green doctor and I couidn’t pull the

Don’t run away with the 
fool notion that you can cure any itch 
with sulphur salve. You can’t. You can’t 
do much good even in genuine seven year 
itch with sulphur salve unless you use it 
in just the right way; and you can do a 
powerful lot of harm in many other kinds 
of itching skin trouble with sulphur ap- 
plied in any way. 

Yes, yet, keep your shirt on—or if 
you've got the itch take it off—for there’s 
nothing an itch mite loves more than a 
nice soft undershirt—any material, it 


doesn’t matter what—unless it may be a. 


pair of pajamas or a bedsheet—nice warm 


ones preferred. 
The itch might—well, the mite is mighty 
in a way—is a minute insect visible to the 


eye if you have good vision, but you have 


to be quick as well ds suspicious in order 
to view the wee mite at all, for when one 
is deposited on the skin she burrows in 
and sets up housekeeping in the burrow 
under the epidermis within half an hour. 
All you have to show for it is a little red 
spot or maybe a minute vesicle or pimple 
where she entered. I say she advisedly; 
it is of course the female of the species 
that causes all the grief. 

Once established in her burrow the busy 
mite bores her way along in the deeper 
layer of epidermis (never invading the tis-

eggs a day in the burrow behind her. 
Sometimes you can trace a raised furrow, 
@ little line, white or discolored with dirt, 
perhaps quarter of an inch in length, in 
the skin, particularly between the fingérs 
or on the insides of wrists. At the blind 
end of the tunnel the mite herself is in- 
dustriously at work, especially when the 
host gets nice and warm in bed. 

The eggs develop in a week or two into 
larvae that reach the surface through ex- 
foliation of the epidermis. Meantime much 
scratching will have added further irrita- 
tion and the skin looks just as bad as the 
popular notion of scabies would have it. 
But remember this; you can catch scabies 
from @ person as neat and cleanly looking 
as one meets anywhere. 

I said the soap and water scrubbing is 
an important preparation for the applica- 
tion of the sulphur ointment. How very 
important or essential it is I may indicate 
in this way: If I had an extensive scabies 
and were restricted to a choice of hot wa- 
ter, soap and brush, or sulphur ointment 
or any other remedy, I should unhesitat- 
ingly choose the hot water, soap and brush. 

With prolonged vigorous scrubbing with 
hot water and soap to the very limit of 
endurance, one soitens the dense, tough 
epidermis or cubicle, and opens up many 
of the burrows, and so exposes the mites 
to the sulphur salve. 

Old fashioned folk used “sulphur and 
lard” and even with the crude mess they 
sometimes succeeded in cutting the sen- 
tence down from seven years to a mere 
winter time. However, I cannot too posi- 
tively assert that a properly made suiphur 
ointment applied in the proper way will al- 
ways cure scabies absolutely in one, two or 
three days at the very longest. This does 
not mean that all itching, irritation or skin 
rash will cease within that period, for often 
more or less dermatitis or eczema remains 
a week or so after such severe treatment. 

The preper making of sulphur salve is 
a matter for the pharmacist. Let him 
prepare a pound of sulphur ointment after 
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her eyes. “I doubt if the committee will 
consider you a suitable person to adopt a 
child.

On the morning after the night be- 
fore, having gone to bed scrubbed within 
an inch of your life and having wallowed 
all night in the pound of sulphur ointment, 
you rise, bathe, and burn everything or 
boil everything, including toilet fitments, 
yes, including gloves, furs, hatbands, stock- | 
ings everything that has had intimate con- 
tact with your skin. Bake burn, boil, 
steam, or wash and iron such things as 
will stand it; I am not so sure abeut dry 
cleaning, though perhaps it will destroy 
any eggs, larvae or mites in the articles 
cleaned. This terminal disinfection or de- 
lousing is the third leg on which the suc- 
cessful treatment of scabies rests.
